Master  Samuel  Moody. 

In  accordance  with  the  will  of  Lt. 
Governor  William  Dummer,  the 
trustees,  in  1672,  proceeded  to  erect 
a  school  house,  and  the  parish  com- 
mittee, to  appoint  a  master  for  it. 

Samuel  Moody,  of  York,  an  an-  . 
cestor  of  Attorney  General  Moody, 
who,  since  his  graduation  from  Har- 
vard in  1746,  had  taught  in  the 
grammer  school  of  Cambridge,  ac- 
cepted the  appointment.  Master 
Moody's  reputation  as  a  teacher  at- 
tracted many  scholars  from  other 
places.  Among  the  most  prominent 
of  those  he  "prepared  for  college 
were  Caleb  Strong,  LL.  D.,  after- 
wards Gov.  of  Massachusetts  and 
Joseph  Willard,  D.  D.,  LL.  D  ,  after- 
wards President  of  Harvard  College. 

The  Dedicatory  services  of  the 
school  were  performed  Feb.  28,  1763. 
Rev.  Moses  Parsons,  the  parish  min- 
ister, preached  from  the  appropriate 
text  "  But  the  liberal  deviseth  liberal 
things,  and  by  liberal  things  shall  he 
stand."     Isaiah  XXX,  18,  15. 

The  school  opened  March  1st, 
1763,  with  an  enrollment  of  28 
pupils.  So  wide  a  reputation  did  it 
obtain  that  it  soon  numbered  seven- 

Master  Moody  was  at  the  head  of 
the  academy  until  March  25,  1791, 
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During  this  period,  526  boys  attend- 
ed the  school.  Master  Moody's  rep- 
utation as  a  successful  instructor  has 
not  been  surpassed,  nor  perhaps 
equalled  in  this  Commonwealth.  He 
conducted  his  own  life  in  such  a 
manner  that  his  pupils  could  be  in- 
fluenced by  him,  to  lead  noble  and 
manly  lives.  He  held  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  his  pupils,  so 
that  he  often  remarked  with  pride, 
that  for  the  years  while  he  was  mas- 


curate  method  of  instruction.  Mr. 
Cleveland  said  of  him,  "  To  lit  his 
boys  for  college  and  to  fit  them  well, 
was  his  ambition  and  pride,  and 
though  a  majority  of  his  pupils 
stopped  short  of  the  collegiate  course, 
still,  he  believed,  that  even  for  them 
there  was  no  other  discipline  of  equal 
value.  His  acquaintance  with  text 
books  necessary  to  this  end  was  mi- 
nute, thorough  and  remarkably  exact. 
Within  those  limits  he  was  always 
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ter,  he  never  had  occasion  to  inflict 
corporal  punishment. 

He  was  a  strict  disciplinarian, 
but  of  an  odd  type.  All  studying 
was  done  aloud  and  often  when  the 
tide  was  favorable  he  took  the  boys 
for  a  swim  in  the  river.  On  these 
occasions  he  became  one  of  the  boys 
and  mingled  with  them  in  their 
sports. 

His  great  characteristic  as  a  teach  • 
er  was  his    very   thorough    and   ac- 


and  everywhere  at  home  ;  so  far,  at 
least,  no  question  of  interpretation, 
of  syntax  or  of  prosody  ever  found 
him  unprepared.  These  habits  of 
accuracy  and  of  readiness,  he  kept 
up  by  constant  exercise  and  unremit- 
ted application.  One  fact,  incredi- 
ble as  it  seems,  I  had  from  authentic 
sources.  He  was  in  the  habit  of 
studying  the  French  and  Latin  die 
tionaries,  in  regular  course  from  A 
to  Z." 
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Master  Moody  believed  that  better 
scholarship  and  a  more  useful  edu- 
cation could  be  got  from  few 
subjects  acquired  accurately  than 
from  the  present  system  of  many 
studies. 

Many  of  his  boys  served  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  :  Samuel  Osgood 
was  a  captain  at  Lexington,  in  April, 
1775,  and  afterwards  a  staff  officer  ; 
Andrew  McClary  was  major  of  Col.. 
Stark's  New  Hampshire  regiment,  and 
fell  at  Bunker  Hill;  Michael  McClary 
was  a  brigadier  general;  Ebenezer 
Cleaveland,  Frederick  Frye  and  John 
Glover  were  captains,  the  latter  in 
Colonel  Glover's  famous  Marblehead 
regiment ;  Samuel  Tenney,  after- 
wards a  member  of  Congress,  served 
through  the  war  ;  Samuel  Hinckley, 
afterwards  judge  of  probate,  entered 
the  army  in  1776  and  was  wounded 
at  White  Plains  ;  Rufus  King  served 
as  a  staff  officer  and  Thomas  Kit- 
tredge  and  Thomas  Welch  were  sur- 
geons in  the  army ;  Tobias  Lear, 
another  scholar  of  Master  Moody, 
was  private  secretary  to  General 
Washington.  Subsequently  Richard 
Derby,  was  a  captain  and  Edward 
Preble  a  commodore  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  and  Edward  Longfellow 
was  a  captain  in  the  suppression  of 
Shay's  rebellion.  Others  of  Master 
Moody's  boys  performed  important 
service  for  their  country;  Rufus 
King  was  a  very  influential  member 
of  the  convention  that  framed  the 
Constitution  of  the  L^nited  States  ; 
fifteen  of  Master  Moody's  boys  were 
members  of  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, and  two  were  Chief  Justices  of 
our  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  The- 
ophilus  Parsons  and  Samuel  Sewall ; 
Samuel  Webber,  professor  in  Brown 
University,  Eliphalet  Pearson,  pro- 
fessor in  Harvard  College  and  An- 
dovei  Theological  Seminary,  John 
Smith,  professor  in  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege and  David  Toppan,  another  pro- 
fessor at  Harvard,  were  all  educated 
under  Master  Moody. 


On  Edge. 

'Twas  in  that  dense  forest  region 
in  northwestern  Michigan,  some 
years  ago,  that  I  was  overtaken  by  a 
night,  blacker  and  more  foreboding 
of  ill  than  any  before  in  my  life. 

Perhaps  the  reader  will  wonder 
what  my  business  was,  alone  in  that 
wild  country.  Be  it  enough  to  say 
that  upon  my  father's  death,  he  had 
left  me  a  large  tract  of  timbered  land, 
and  that  now,  thinking  there  might 
be  money  in  the  pine  and  spruce 
which  were  plentiful  there,  I  took 
upon  myself  the  responsibility  of  de- 
termining the  exact  value  of  my 
property. 

On  the  day  in  question,  I  had  led 
a  weary  tramp  through  boggy  marsh- 
lands and  over  the  hard-wood  ridges, 
and,  at  last,  toward  twilight  I 
emerged  upon  an  old  tote-road. 
Knowing  that  if  I  stayed  thereon  for 
any  distance,  I  would  eventually 
reach  some  sort  of  shelter,  either  a 
hunter's  cabin  or  a  deserted  lumber 
camp,  I  pushed  on,  along  the  rough 
road. 

Some  would  call  it  foolhardiness, 
for  I  carried  no  weapon,  save  a  club, 
which  I  had  picked  up  en  route,  and 
my  wallet  contained  a  considerable 
sum  of  money,  together  with  the  im- 
portant papers  entitling  me  to  the 
land. 

I  had  traversed  some  three  miles 
of  the  old  tote-road,  when  I  found 
that  the  wallet  was  missing  !  The 
vari- colored  twilight  was  already 
merging  into  gray,  when  I  started 
back  to  find  the  lost  papers.  It  was 
imperative  that  I  retain  possession 
of  them  to  present  proper  claim  to 
my  holdings. 

Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  I,  eventu- 
ally, through  the  best  of  good  luck, 
stumbled  upon  the  wallet,  and  once 
more  started  on  my  journey.  By 
this  time  the  sky  was  black  as  pitch; 
dense  clouds  were  racing  across  the 
heavens,  and  the  wind  was  blowing 
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in  sharp,  fitful  gusts.  It  was  very 
evident  that  the  night  was  to  be  a 
fearful  one,  and  the  elements  were 
going  to  run  riot.  So  drawing  my 
Mackinaw  closer  up  under  my  chin, 
I  began  to  hasten  my  steps. 

The  rain  was  being  whipped  in  my 
face  like  snow  by  the  raging  blast, 
when  at  last  I  perceived  a  tiny  light 
glinting  through  the  dripping  trees, 
some  distance  ahead,  to  my  left.  I 
leave  it  for  you  to  imagine  with  what 
joy  I  welcomed  that  spark  of  hope; 
words  are  without  power  to  describe 
it. 

Without  an  instant's  hesitation,  I 
left  the  road  and  took  the  most  di- 
rect route  through  the  drenched  un- 
derbrush. Stumbling  over  slippery 
roots  and  jagged  stones,  I  at  last 
reached  the  house  from  whence  shone 
the  one  lonely  beacon.  Never  ques- 
tioning but  that  everything  was  with- 
out danger,  I  boldly  rapped  upon  the 
heavy  door.  Although  as  I  approached 
the  house  I  distinctly  heard  voices 
from  within,  everything  was  now  as 
quiet  as  the  tomb,  and  the  very  wail- 
ing of  the  wind  through  the  spruce 
trees,  seemed  to  mourn  my  plight.  A 
dismal  loneliness  swept  over  me,  and 
although  the  rain  lashed  my  face,  I 
was  unmindful  of  it. 

I  had  stood  there  perhaps  three 
minutes,  thinking,  with  every  nerve 
intent,  when  suddenly,  without  fore- 
warning, the  light  inside  disappeared, 
the  house  became  instantly  as  black 
as  the  night  without,  and  I  was  un- 
aided and  alone,  the  wild  night  my 
only  companion,  in  that  black  north- 
ern forest.  Never  had  the  elements 
waged  such  deadly  war-fare;  never 
had  the  wind  and  rain  raged  with 
such  unwonted  bitterness.  I  swear 
it.  I  am  no  coward,  nor  am  I  easily 
frightened,  yet  I  must  confess  that  if 
ever  before  I  was  tempted  to  turn  and 
run,  I  was  that  time.  And  perhaps 
I  would  have  carried  out  the  impulse, 
but  suddenly  the  door  was  thrown 
open,  and  I  stood  there,  aghast  look- 


ing at  a  man,  tall,  guant  and  colorless, 
with  a  face  so  cadaverous  that  it 
looked  almost  like  a  skull;  with  glis- 
tening eyes  glaring  from  deep-sunken 
sockets;  and  with  an  ugly  gash  run- 
ning slant-wise  across  the  side  of  his 
jaw,  giving  him  as  hideous  and  inhu- 
man a  look,  as  it  has  been  my  lot  to 
encounter. 

He  stood  there,  not  uttering  a  word 
holding  a  lamp  above  his  head,  that  he 
might  see  better  who  it  was,  out 
there  in  the  darkness,  that  had  in- 
truded upon  him  at  such  an  untimely 
hour,  and  above  all  on  such  a  night. 

Presently  in  a  voice  as  deep,  hol- 
low, and  resonant  as  the  tomb,  the  old 
man  demanded  that  I  come  into  the 
light.  I  did  so.  He  scrutinized  me 
keenly  with  his  blood-shot  eyes. 

"  Well,  stranger,  come  in  out  o'  th' 
wet,"  he  thundered. 

I  obeyed,  and  found  myself  in  the 
warm  living-room  of  a  log  house,  in 
which  the  glowing  embers,  of  what 
had  been  a  huge  hearth-fire,  were 
casting  long  shadows  on  the  rough 
floor. 

Now  that  I  had  entered  I  had  a 
good  chance  to  notice  my  host.  He 
was  very  round-shouldered,  but  it 
was  evident  that  beneath  those 
clothes,  the  limbs  were  lithe  and 
sinewy,  and  I  was  sure  that  he 
would  prove  more  than  a  match  for 
even  an  extraordinary  man. 

After  closing  the  door  and  th  low- 
ing the  improvised  latch  into  place, 
he  skulked  across  to  his  chair,  and 
seating  himself  once  more  before  the 
fire,  he  drawled,  "Nights  like  this 
'un  don't  come  often,  so  ye'd  better 
draw  up  by  th"  fire,  an'  make  th' 
mos'  of  't."  He  paused  after  the  ap- 
parent effort,  then  continued,  "Mebbe 
you  ain't  had  no  supper,  guess  I  kin 
fix  thet  up  all  right.  Jes  wait  a  min- 
ute." He  arose  and  entered  another 
room . 

Up  to  this  time  there  had  been 
no  sound  in  the  house,  and  I  had 
supposed  we  were  alone.     But  I  was 
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mistaken,  for  presently  he  returned, 
followed  by  a  tall,  gaunt  ugly  look- 
ing woman,  her  complexion  saffron  ; 
her  eyes  baleful.  Surely  these  two 
were  well-matched,  and  I  could  not 
help  thinking  of  the  witches  in  Mac- 
beth, whenever  my  eye  fell  on  her. 

"Evenin,  stranger,"  was  her  greet- 
ing. Then,  "Wife,  get  hi  in  somethin' 
to  eat,"  from  the  old  man. 

"They  ain't  nothin'  t'  eat, '  said 
his  spouse. 

"I  tell  ye,  to  hand  him  out  some 
o'  them  cold  vittles,  an'  no  more  talk, 
d'  ye  hear!"  he  commanded,  omi- 
nously squinting  one  eye  at  her.  She 
obeyed  without  further  parley,  and 
I  devoured  the  food  with  the  vora- 
city of  a  young  grizzly. 

It  was  about  half  past  eight.  Out- 
side, the  storm  was  raging  with  in- 
creased fury.  Suddenly  there  came 
several  sharp  knocks  on  the  door. 

"There's  th'  boys',  said  the  old 
man,  without  taking  his  eyes  off  the 
embers,  'go  let  'em  in." 

His  word  was  evidently  law,  for 
the  old  woman  did  his  bidding,  and 
soon  there  were  two  new-comers 
amongst  us.  I  judged  they  were  the 
old  man's  sons,  big,  weather-hard- 
ened lads,  and  pretty  rough  looking 
customers. 

They  greeted  me  suspiciously,  and 
then  the  three  men  exchanged 
some  remarks  in  undertones,  about 
'everything  being  all  ready,"  and 
"they'd  see  he  didn't  get  away  this 
time."' 

There  was  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  there  was  some  plot  under  way, 
between  the  three,  to  rob  me  perhaps 
at  the  cost  of  my  life,  while  I  slept 
under  their'  roof.  I  was  dead  tired 
from  the  long  day's  hard  tramping ; 
my  head  and  limbs  ached,  and  al 
though  I  longed  to  trust  myself  into 
Sleep's  confiding  arms,  yet  I  dared 
not,  fearing  those  who  walk  in  the 
night. 

"Early  to  bed  and  early  to  rise" 
being  both  the  woodsman's  and  farm- 


er's maxim'  my  host  soon  proposed 
a  general  "bunking  in."  With  an 
imperative  nod,  he  beckoned  me  to 
follow  him,  and  a  few  minutes  later 
I  found  myself  alone,  in  the  utter 
darkness  of  a  loft,  after  having  as- 
cended by  cleats  nailed  to  the  wall. 

Away  from  the  cheering  influence 
of  the  burning  logs,  the  wild  fury 
of  the  storm  again  burst  with  a  ven- 
geance upon  my  ears. 

ISTow  that  I  had  a  minute  to  think, 
I  decided  that  the  first  step  would  be 
to  ascertain  the  exact  nature  and 
location  of  my  room,  its  furnishings, 
if  any,  and  some  possible  means  of 
escape  if  occasion  should  require. 

On  my  person  I  had  a  waterproof 
match-box,  well  filled,  and  now  I 
proceeded  to  use  it.  I  went  sparingly 
with  the  matches,  burning  them  un- 
til the  tiny  flame  scorched  my  fin- 
gers. In  this  way  I  ascertained  that 
the  ceiling  of  my  room  was  the  roof, 
the  sides  of  which  sloped  to  the  floor; 
that  there  was  but  one  window  in 
it,  opening  out  on  the  top  of  a  ledge 
of  rock,  against  the  side  of  which, 
the  cabin  had  been  built  for  better 
protection  against  the  wind  and 
weather ;  and  finally,  that  the  only 
furnishing  in  the  room,  was  a  pile 
of  hay,  with  a  piece  of  old  carpet 
upon  it.  lying  in  one  corner. 

Completely  worn  out,  I  threw  my- 
self upon  the  hay,  and  the  next  in- 
stant I  was  living  in  the  Land  of 
Dreams.  I  was  not  certain  as  to  how 
many  hours  I  had  slept,  when  a  very 
faint  scratching,  coming  from  the 
direction  of  the  window,  awakened 
me.  The  storm  had  blown  over,  and 
a  glorious  moon  was  casting  a  furrow 
of  pale  golden  light  upon  the  floor. 

The  scratching  continued,  then 
with  a  bound  some  dark  object  sud- 
denly sprang  through  the  window 
and  landed  upon  the  floor  near  my 
bed.  For  a  moment  my  heart  stopped 
beating,  then  two  glistening  green 
orbs,  told  me  that  the  object  of  my 
fear  was  nothing  more  than  a  huge 
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black  cat.  In  a  story  called  the 
"Black  Cat,"  Edgar  Allen  Poe  has 
described  exactly  my  feelings  toward 
these  stealthy  felines,  but  this  time 
any  friendly  living  thing  was  com- 
pany, and  soon  Kitty  was  purring 
softly  in  my  arms  as  I  dozed  off  to 
sleep  again. 

Just  as  I  was  on  the  borderland  of 
unconsciousness,  there  came  from 
below  the  sound  of  low  voices, 
followed  by  the  rasping  of  steel  on  a 
swiftly  revolving  grindstone.  Then  it 
all  came  over  me.  These  men  had 
decided  upon  a  certain  hour  at  which 
to  kill  me,  and  evidently  the  deed 
was  to  be  done  with  a  sharpened 
knife.  My  misgivings  were  con- 
firmed when  a  few  minutes  later,  I 
heard  these  bits  of  conversation. 
"That's  sharp  enough,"  "It  has  an 
edge  like  a  razor,"  and  "Here's  where 
the  old  hog  don't  get  away  without 
a  stab,  anyhow."  It  was  evident 
that  I  was  the  victim,  "old  hog"  re- 
fering  directly  to  me,  because  of  my 
ravenous  appetite  the  evening  before. 
Hastily  I  arose,  grabbed  my  heavy 
club,  which  I  still  retained,  and  go- 
ing over  to  the  trap-door,  I  stood 
ready  to  brain  the  first  man  to  lay 
foot  on  the  cleats. 

But  the  sound  of  the  grindstone 
and  the  voices  ceased,  and  after 
standing  there  a  half  hour  or  more, 
I  gritted  my  teeth  recovered  my 
nerve  and  descended  boldly  to  the 
floor  below.  There  was  the  old  wom- 
an preparing  a  steaming  breakfast 
of  coffee  and  bacon  over  a  hot 
hearth-fire ;  there  was  the  grind- 
stone at  the  other  end  of  the  big 
room. 

"Mornin*  stranger,"  was  the  cheery 
greeting,  "I  was  jes'  wondrin'  whar 
yu  was.  Set  down  t'  th'  table  and 
hev  somethin'  t'  eat." 

But  I  was  in  no  mood  to  eat,  until 
I  had  ascertained  the  exact  location 
of  the  old  man  and  his  two  burly 
sons. 

"Where's  the  men    folks",    I    in- 


quired,  pretending  to  have  not  the 
slightest  suspicion  of  their  plot. 

"O,  they  hev'  gone  t'  th'  barn  this 
past  hour,  t'  kill  th'  old  black  sow.  Ye 
see  we'v  ebeen  fattnin'  her  up  these 
past  two  months  fer  saltin'  down 
fer  winter .  usin\  If  ye  don't  mind 
waitin',  however,  ye  kin  breakfast 
with  th'  boys."     I  consented  gladly. 

When  the  men  came  back,  they 
had  taken  on  a  kindlier  aspect,  and 
the  gloom  of  the  night  before  was 
cast  aside  forever.

William  H.  Moody, 

William  H.  Moody,  who  was  re- 
cently selected  by  President  Roose- 
velt to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  bench  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  is  one  of  the  great  men  of 
the  country  and  one  high  in  the 
councils  of  both  state  and  nation. 

Mr.  Moody  was  born  in  Byfield, 
December  29,  1853,  in  a  house,  now 
old  and  weather-beaten,  which  stands 
on  the  hill  just  above  the  Byfield 
Woolen  Mills.  When  the  boy  was 
quite  young,  Mr.  William  H.  Moody, 
the  father,  moved  his  whole  family 
to  Danvers,  where  our  Mr.  Moody 
grew  to  be  a  healthy  and  fine  look- 
ing young  man.  He  prepared  for 
college  at  Phillips  Andover  and  then 
went  to  Harvard  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1876.  Immediately  he 
began  studying  law  and  very  soon 
applied  to  the  Bar  Committee  of  Es- 
sex County,  at  Haverhill,  for  exam- 
ination. When  asked  how  long  he  had 
studied  he  replied  "Eighteen  months." 
The  regulation  time  for  study  was 
three  years  and  of  course  the  Com- 
mittee objected.  But  Mr.  Moody  per- 
sisted and  was  found  to  be  the  best 
prepared  student  ever  examined  for 
the  Massachusetts  Bar. 

Immediately  Mr.  Moody  opened 
an  office  in  Haverhill,  where  he 
earned  $6.85  the  first  month.  He 
soon  began  to  prosper  however  and 
was  at  different  times  connected  with 
three  law  firms  in  Haverhill,  the  last 
comprising  Mr.  Moody,  Mr.  Horace 
E.  Bartlett,  for  years  a  prominent 
Haverhill  lawyer,  and  Mr.  Joseph  H. 
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Pearl,  a  former  Trustee  of  Dummer 
Academy,  who  died  recently. 

In  1894  Mr.  Moody  secured  the 
lasting  respect  of  his  townsmen  and 
the  people  of  Massachusetts  when, 
after  he  had  been  elected  District- 
Attorney,  he  prosecuted  several  Ha- 
verhill alderman,  old  school-mates  of 
his,  for  conspiracy  with  certain  Bos- 
ton liquor  dealers  in  the  distribution 
of  licenses  and  had  them  sent  to 
prison. 

He  was  unanimously  chosen  Rep- 
resentative to  Congress  from  the 
Sixth  Essex  District  in  1895,  where 
he  served  four  terms  and  became 
noted  for  his  oratorical  ability  and 
his  high  sense  of  justice. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John 
D.  Long,  then  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
President  Roosevelt  chose  Mr.  Moody 
as  his  successor.  With  no  technical 
knowledge  of  naval  affairs  and  little 
business  experience,  everybody  won- 
dered what  kind  of  a  Secretary  he 
would    make.      His  great   common - 


sense  and  remarkable  foresight  se- 
cured for  him  a  brilliant  success  in 
this  department  and  he  made  many 
radical  changes  which  will  doubtless 
be  as  lasting  as  they  are  beneficial. 

After  two  years  as  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  Mr.  Moody  was  chosen  Attor- 
ney-General by  the  President  to  fill 
Mr.  Knox's  place.  In  this  capacity 
he  has  shown  the  greatest  ability. 
Two  great  problems  were  before  the 
country.  The  discrimination  by  rail- 
roads- in  favor  of  large  shippers  ;  and, 
the  illegal  practice  of  trusts.  Mr. 
Moody  has  come  out  victorious  in  the 
first  problem,  for  the  railroads  have 
largely  diminished  if  not  ceased  giv- 
ing rebates.  In  the  second  he  has 
made  much  progress  and  cases 
are  pending  over  or  investigations 
being  made  against  nearly  all  the 
large  trusts.  Besides  these  two 
questions  Mr.  Moody  has  kept  his 
subordinate  district-attorneys  under 
his  close  observation  and  has  gained 
the  victory  in  many  important  cases 
as  the  Johnson  Coupling  case,  which 
resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  Supreme 
Court  compelling  all  railroads  to  put 
safety-couplers  on  cars,  and  the  peon- 
age case  in  which  the  decision  broke 
up  a  sort  of  slavery  that  survived  in 
the  South. 

The  home  of  the  Attorney  General 
is  in  Haverhill  where  he  lives  in  a 
large  colonial  mansion  situated  in  the 
pleasantest  part  of  the  city  with  his 
sister. 

As  a  speaker,  Mr.  Moody  is  very 
interesting  and  worth  hearing  on  any 
subject.  I  remember  how  he  de- 
lighted me  on  one  Memorial  Day 
when  he  spoke  to  us  grammar  school 
children  for  a  few  minutes.  Every 
time  he  makes  an  address  in  Haver- 
hill, the  largest  hall  is  sure  to  be 
overcrowded.  His  style  is  simple 
and  commanding  and  an  excellent  one 
for  any  boy  to  copy. 

Mr.  Moody  has  been  selected  to  fill 
a  vacancy  on  the  bench  of  the  Su- 
preme Court   of   the  United  States, 
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caused  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Brown.  The  Senate  will  doubt- 
less confirm  the  President's  choice 
and  Mr.  Moody  will  receive  the  great- 
est honor  which  it  is  possible  for  a 
man  of  his  profession  to  receive. 

He  is  a  staunch  friend  of  our  Acad- 
emy and  as  he  intends  to  keep  his 
residence  in  Haverhill,  we  hope  to 
have  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  him 
in  the  future.  A.  H.  C.

The  man  after  waiting  about  a  month 
for  the  paper,*  becoming  impatient 
thought  he  would  try  to  smuggle  his 
wife  out  of  the  country.

We  were 
the  heavier,  and  found  no  difficulty 


in  running  up  a  score  of  44  to  their  0. 

October,  the  seventeenth,  we 
played  Dan  vers  High  at  Danvers, 
winning  with  a  score  of  29  to  0.  Be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  they  did  not 
put  up  a  very  strong  game,  our  man- 
ager cancelled  the  game  we  had 
scheduled  with  them  for  Nov.  3.

She 
always  has  our  best  wishes  for  suc- 
cess." 

During  the  past  25  years  Dummer 
has  had  pupils  from  29  states  and  12 
foreign  countries.  Its  influence  has 
never  been  purely  local  but  has  been, 
and  is,  world  wide. 

In  1875  a  game  of  base  ball  was 
played  by  two  Dummer  teams.
